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Introduction 


A  good  name  is  rather  to  be  chosen  than  great  riches,  and 
ing  favour  rather  than  silver  and  gold.  Proverbs,  Chapter 
Verse  1. 

A  person’s  name  stands  for  the  personality  behind 
it  as  a  country’s  flag  stands  for  the  country  itself. 
There  is  something  sacred  in  a  name,  the  symbol  of  a 
precious  heritage,  and  our  respect  for  an  individual 
begins  with  the  recognition  that  his  name  is  as  good 
as  ours. 

Remembering  the  Biblical  injunction  that  we 
honor  our  parents,  the  author  has  undertaken  the  task 
of  recording  a  brief  biographical  history  of  Green  Rives 
and  his  descendants. 

The  work  has  taken  over  thirty  years  in  which 
visits  to  old  graveyards  have  been  made  in  Virginia  and 
Tennessee  and  many  records  searched  in  the  Congres¬ 
sional  Library  at  Washington,  the  Newberry  Library  in 
Chicago  and  the  archives  at  the  capitol  at  Nashville. 
I  also  am  indebted  to  many  living  members  of  the 
family  for  photographs  and  other  data.  I  was  assisted 
by  Joel  M.  Rives  of  Fayetteville,  Tenn.  (since  deceased) , 
Joseph  Anderson  Rives,  of  Comanche,  Oklahoma,  Henry 
D.  Rives  of  Stonewall,  Oklahoma,  Mrs.  Jane  Rives  of 
Petersburg,  Tenn.,  and  J.  Stone  Rives  of  Jacksonville, 
Texas,  all  of  whom  have  since  died. 
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The  author  also  received  much  valuable  data  from 
Hon  J.  Rives  Childs,  formerly  of  the  United  States  Con¬ 
sular  Service,  later  U.  S.  Ambassador  to  Saudi,  Arabia, 
who  wrote  a  book  of  the  Rives  family  covering  every 
branch  dating  from  1490  to  the  present  day,  and  which 
every  member  of  the  family  should  have.  He  is  retired 
and  now  living  in  Nice,  France. 

Also  recently  secured  additional  biographical  data 
from  Mrs.  Bertha  (Rives)  Lancaster,  grand  daughter 
of  Littleberry  William  Rives  of  Dallas,  Texas;  Mrs. 
Pauline  Nanna  (Rives)  Freeny,  daughter  of  Henry 
Daniel  Rives  of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  and  Robert  Gilmore 
Rives,  son  of  Judge  Owen  Higgins  Rives,  Sr.,  of  Holden- 
ville,  Oklahoma. 

Trusting  that  this  history  of  Green  Rives  and  his 
descendants  may  be  of  some  value  in  preserving  a  name 
that  is  almost  as  old  as  the  country,  this  book  is  dedi¬ 
cated  to  those  early  pioneers  who  crossed  the  Blue  Ridge 
Mountains  and  settled  in  the  state  of  Tennessee,  and 
whose  descendants  pushed  further  west  in  to  Arkansas, 
Oklahoma  and  Texas.

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Thi1  Hives  in  England 

The  Rives,  from  the  most  authentic  records  we 
have  been  able  to  find,  lived  in  France,  at  or  near  Lan¬ 
guedoc,  prior  to  their  settlement  in  England.  There 
are  still  families  of  that  name  living  in  France  and 
Spain.  The  French  pronunciation  is  Reve,  the  I  having 
the  sound  of  E  the  S  being  silent.  From  “Hutchins  His¬ 
tory  of  Dorset”  3rd  edition,  Vol.  IV,  pp  95,  96,  97,  we 
learn  that  Robert  (Rives)  Reve  or  Ryves,  born  about 
1490  was  the  first  of  the  name  in  England,  of  whom 
there  is  brief  record,  purchased  Ranston  or  Randleston 
Castle  from  Henry  VIII,  King  of  England,  and  that  he 
died  there  February  11,  1551.  His  wife,  Joan  died  De¬ 
cember  12,  1560.* 

*(Henry  VIII  to  Robert  Ryves  and  his  wife,  Joan,  1,600  acres.)

Ranston:  “In  former  times  a  manor  and  hamlet, 
now  extinguished  and  depopulated,  consists  only  of  the 
seat  of  Sir  Edward  Baker-Baker.  Peter  William  Baker 
purchased  it  with  the  estate  belonging  to  it  of  Thomas 
Ryves,  Esq.,  in  the  year  1781,  for  12,000  guineas.  It  is 
distant  about  half  a  mile  south  from  Shroton.”  (Hut¬ 
chins  History  of  Dorset,  Vol.  IV,  p.  92)

Dr.  George  Ryves,  son  of  John  Rives,  born  about 
1559,  one  of  the  illustrious  scholars  of  his  day,  in  Eng¬ 
land.  Entered  Winchester  College  in  1574  as  of  Bland¬ 
ford  Dorsetshire.  Rector  of  Blandford  St.  Mary’s 
church,  Dorset  1589.  He  died  at  Oxford  May  31,  1613. 
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“George  Ryves,  D.  D.  Warden  of  New  College  1559 
—Vice  Chancelor,  1601  and  afterwards  Warden  of  Win¬ 
chester  College.” 

Wood  (Life  and  Times,  vol.  iv,p,173)  recounts  that 
on  31  July  1610  at  9  A.M.,  the  first  stone  of  Wadham 
College  at  Oxford  was  laid  by  the  Vice  Chancellor,  Dr. 
(George)  Ryves,  of  New  College,  who  made  an  elegant 
oration  in  Latin  in  praise  of  the  work  and  its  founders. 

*His  chief  title  to  more  than  casual  notice,  however, 
rests  in  the  fact  that  he  was  one  of  the  translators  of 
the  King  James  Authorized  Version  of  the  Bible,  more 
specifically,  overseeing  the  translation  of  the  New 
Testament (6* ) ,  as  appears  from  a  letter  addressed  on 
April  19,  1609,  by  the  Bishop  of  Winchester  to  Sir 
Thomas  Lake,  chief  secretary  to  King  James  I,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

“After  my  verie  harty  commendations  whereas 
doctor  Ryves  Warden  of  the  new  Colledge  in  Oxford 
and  one  of  the  overseers  of  that  part  of  the  New 
Testament  which  is  there  translated  out  of  Greek 
and  Mr.  Nicholas  Love  Scholemaster  of  Winchester 
are  willing  with  my  allowance  to  exchange  some  of 
their  livings  being  of  my  patronage  that  they  may 
lay  them  near  together  and  more  commodious  to 
the  rest  of  there  livinges  and  there  is  no  let  to  the 
performance  thereof  but  his  majestie’s  pleasure 
signified  by  his  letters  to  the  late  Bishop  of  London 
now  Bishop  of  Canterbury  that  the  next  benefice 
of  my  gifte  and  of  20  pounds  or  above  in  the  King’s 
bookes  that  shall  fall  voyde  should  be  reserved  for 
some  of  those  that  are  employed  in  the  translation 
of  the  Bible  I  doe  not  conceive  that  his  Majesty’s 
meaning  thereby  was  to  bar  the  men  from  exchang¬ 
ing  their  livings  otherwise  permitted  by  the  lawes 
but  that  such  livings  as  fell  voyd  should  be  reserved 
for  the  translators.  I  shall  hartely  thank  you  if  you 
will  take  opportunity  to  know  his  majesty’s  pleas¬ 
ure  therein  and  obteyn  his  letters  to  signifie  to  me 

*  J.  Rives  Childs — “Reliques  of  the  Rives” 
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his  princely  pleasure.  The  men  are  both  of  good 
desert,  the  one  imployed  in  the  oversight  of  the 
translation  and  the  other  toke  to  small  paynes  in 
doing  his  duetie  both  for  the  enterteinement  of  his 
majestie  and  the  prince  when  they  were  at  Win¬ 
chester.”  (State  Papers,  Jas.  I.,  Vol,  xii,  No.  73). 

Dr.  George  Ryves  was  one  of  the  “privileged  per¬ 
sons”  taxed  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  others  of  the 
University  of  Oxford  in  7  James  I  (1610)  in  an  amount 
of  20  shillings  for  lands. 

He  appears  as  a  taxpayer  also  in  1611  (Lay  Subsidy 
Roll,  163/437).  He  left  no  will  and  Hutchins  is  the 
authority  for  his  death  without  issue. 

6*.  “The  Authorized  Version  of  the  Bible  was  be¬ 
gun  in  1605  and  completed  in  1611.  Dr.  George 
Ryves  no  doubt  served  on  one  of  the  six  ori¬ 
ginal  committees  which  met  at  Oxford  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  the  work  of  trans¬ 
lation.” 

Anthony  Woods  Antiquitates  Oxoniensis — publish¬ 
ed  1674  in  England  records:  “Elisa  Ryves  wrote  the 
“Hermit  of  Snowden”  and  some  popular  translations 
from  the  French.”  She  died  in  1697  and  is  buried  at 
Blandford.  (Hutchins) 

“Thomas  Ryves,  or  as  he  styles  himself  in  his  Latin 
writings,  ‘Rivius’  8th  son  of  John  Ryves  of  Damory.” 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  Rives  were  Hugenots 
who,  for  this  reason,  took  refuge  in  England  some  time 
prior  to  1545,  as  French  history  records  the  persecutions 
of  the  Hugenots  and  Calvinists  during  and  after  that 
time,  culminating  in  the  massacre  of  30,000  Hugenots 
on  St.  Bartholomew’s  day  August  22,  1572.  The  Rives 
have  always  been  known  for  their  love  of  Liberty  and 
Independence. 

The  Rives  came  over  with  the  Cavalier  em'gration 
1649-1659  and  settled  on  the  James  River  in  Virginia.

CHAPLAIN  TO  KING  CHARLES  I  AND  II 

Dr.  Brune  Ryves,  one  of  the  most  worthy  Ryves 
family  of  England.  He  was  the  author  of  Mercurius 
Rusticus,  or  The  Countries  Complaint  of  the  Barbarous 
Outrages  Committed  by  the  Sectaries  of  this  Late 
Flourishing  Kingdome,  1646. 

The  dire  straits  to  which  his  loyalty  to  the  King- 
had  reduced  Dr.  Ryves  are  illustrated  in  a  petition  pres¬ 
ented  by  him  in  December  1646  to  the  Committee  for 
Compositions  set  up  by  Parliment  at  Goldsmith’s  Hall 
wherein  it  was  set  forth: 

“That  your  Petitioner  being  commanded  by 
virtue  of  his  oath  to  attend  his  Majesty  as  Chap- 
laine  in  Ordinary  was  in  Oxford  when  that  Gar¬ 
rison  was  surrendered  on  Articles  whereupon  his 
Parsonage  and  estate  have  been  sequestered  for  de¬ 
linquency  upon  his  adhering  to  the  King  against 
the  Parliment  of  England.  Your  Petitioner  there¬ 
fore  humbly  prayeth  that  he  may  be  admitted  to 
compound  according  to  the  Articles  of  Oxford.” 

“It  is  interesting  to  observe  from  a  pass  which 
is  given  him  by  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax,  General  of  the 
Forces  raised  by  Parliment”  that  Dr.  Ryves  to  have 
contemplated  removing  himself  beyond  the  seas, 
perhaps  to  Virginia.” 

He  died  at  Windsor  13  July  1677  and  was  buried  in 
the  alley  or  isle  joining  on  the  south  side  of  his  majes¬ 
ty’s  Chappell  of  St.  George  there.

The  Rives  in  Virginia 

Margaret  Rives  King  of  Cincinnati  wrote  “Ances¬ 
tral  Homes  in  Virginia-Virginia  Life”  in  1890  from 
which  we  quote  the  following:  “England  was  not  the 
original  home  of  the  Ryves,  who  trace  their  family  to 
Languadoc,  France,  where  the  name  was  spelt  Rives. 
There  is  at  Rookwood  a  quaint  old  cabinet  of  carved 
oak,  bearing  the  Rives  Crest.  ‘A  greyhound  conchant’ 
which  came  from  Dijon,  France.  It  is  a  rare  old  relic 
of  ancestral  worth.  Rookwood  was  built  in  1847  near 
Cincinnati.  The  first  trace  of  our  ancestors  in  this 
country  is  found  near  Petersburg,  Va.  where  the  great 
grand-father  of  my  father  (Dr.  Landon  Cabell  Rives) 
restored  the  French  spelling.  One  brother  of  my  grand¬ 
father  removed  to  Georgia  where  there  are  still  some 
of  his  descendants  as  there  is  also  some  in  Tennessee. 
Annie  Rives,  daughter  of  Dr.  Landon  Cabell  Rives,  was 
born  October  1822  and  married  Dr.  Joseph  Longworth, 
May  13,  1841.” 

(Hon.  Nicholas  Longworth,  elected  speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  Congress,  December,  1925, 
was  a  grandson  of  Dr.  Joseph  Longworth  and  his  wife 
Annie  (Rives)  Longworth.)  Nicholas  Longworth,  mar¬ 
ried  Alice  Roosevelt,  daughter  of  Theodore  Roosevelt, 
President  of  the  United  States. 

Clara  Rives  Longworth,  born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio; 
Granddaughter  of  Dr.  Joseph  Longworth,  married  in 
1901,  Comte  Adalbert  de  Chambrun,  whose  father  was 
Counsellor  of  the  French  Embassy  in  Washington  for 
almost  a  generation.  Colonel  Comte  de  Chambrun  was 
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French  Aide-de-Camp  to  General  Pershing  and  Chief 
of  the  French  Mission  with  American  General  Head¬ 
quarters  during  the  World  War,  and  was  for  five  years 
after  the  war,  Brigadier  General,  commanding  the 
French  forces  at  Fez  in  Morocco,  being  now  in  com¬ 
mand  of  the  Toulouse  Division  of  the  French  Army. 
The  Comtesse  de  Chambrun,  who  maintains  a  home  in 
Paris  at  58  Rue  Vaugirard,  has  fully  fulfilled  the  liter¬ 
ary  traditions  of  her  family.  Several  years  ago  the  Sor- 
bonne  conferred  upon  her  the  much  prized  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Letters  for  her  remarkable  thesis  on  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  Montaigne’s  Essays  upon  Shakespeare’s  de¬ 
velopment.  In  addition  to  the  publication  of  several 
novels,  she  has  attained  wide-spread  celebrity  by  her 
latest  work,  Shakespeare  Actor-Poet,  of  which  she  has 
done  a  French  as  well  as  an  English  version. 

The  Count  Rene  de  Chambrun,  is  a  great-great- 
great  grandson  of  the  revered  patriot  Lafayette,  and  a 
U.  S.  citizen  by  virtue  of  an  early  Maryland  statute  that 
conferred  rights  of  citizenship  upon  all  of  General  La¬ 
fayette’s  male  descendants.  In  1956  Count  de  Cham¬ 
brun  and  his  wife  came  into  possession  of  the  fifteenth- 
century  castle,  La  Grange,  Lafayette’s  home.  In  the 
attics,  which  had  been  closed  for  nearly  a  hundred 
years,  they  found  a  cache  of  papers,  letters  and  books, 
which  represent  one  of  the  great  historical  discoveries 
of  this  century. 

Count  de  Chambrun  and  his  wife  are  now  engaged 
in  sorting  and  cataloging  the  thousands  of  items  dis¬ 
covered  at  La  Grange.  They  also  are  working  to  turn 
the  castle  with  all  Lafayette’s  possessions  into  a 
museum.  Count  de  Chambrun  says:  “It  is  our  hope 
that  some  day  the  people  of  America  will  find  at  La 
Grange  the  spirit  of  Lafayette  and  of  his  remarkable 
wife,  Adrienne.” 
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Castle  Hill 


The  famous  old  Colonial  estate  of  Castle  Hill  ori¬ 
ginally  belonged  to  Nicholas  Meriwether.  It  is  nestled 
at  the  foot  of  Peter’s  Mountain  and  is  the  most  widely 
known  home  in  this  historic  part  of  Virginia. 

In  1741  Nicholas  Meriwether’s  widow,  who  was  a 
cousin  of  George  Washington,  married  Dr.  Thomas 
Walker,  and  it  was  through  this  marriage  that  he  be¬ 
came  the  owner  of  Castle  Hill.  This  estate  was  sub¬ 
divided  many  times.  Cismont,  Castalia,  Music  Hall, 
Belvoir,  Kinloch,  Merrie  Mills,  Keswick,  Edgeworth, 
Cobham  Park,  the  Creek  and  Mechunk  were  once  part 
of  the  original  Castle  Hill  estate. 

Dr.  Thomas  Walker’s  ancestors  came  to  Virginia 
about  1650  from  Staffordshire,  England.  He  was  a  phy¬ 
sician,  surveyor,  planter,  explorer,  soldier  and  politi¬ 
cian.  In  fact,  he  led  a  very,  very  useful  life.  He  was  also 
a  pioneer  plantation  owner;  went  to  Kentucky  on  an 
exploring  expedition  in  1750,  and  probably  was  the 
first  white  man  to  enter  the  wilds  of  Kentucky.  In 
colonial  times  he  was  Major  and  Quartermaster-Gen¬ 
eral  of  the  Colonial  forces  in  Virginia,  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Burgesses  and  the  Committee  of  Safety. 

Judith  Page  Walker,  granddaughter  of  Dr.  Thomas 
Walker,  inherited  Castle  Hill  from  her  father,  Francis 
Walker.  She  married  William  Cabell  Rives,  United 
States  Senator  and  twice  Minister  to  France.  It  is  in¬ 
teresting  to  note  that  she  was  not  only  a  daughter  of  a 
United  States  Senator,  but  the  wife  of  one  also.

William  Cabell  Rives,  born  May  4,  1793,  studied 
law  and  politics  under  the  direction  of  Thomas  Jeffer¬ 
son,  1809-1811;  United  States  Senator  from  Virginia 
and  United  States  Ambassador  to  France  during  the 
Van  Buren  administration.  He  was  one  of  five,  com- 
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missioners  sent  from  Virginia  to  the  “Peace  Congress” 
which  met  in  Washington  February  4,  1861.  On  July 
20,  1861,  he  was  elected  one  of  the  Virginia  delegation 
to  the  first  Confederate  Congress  which  assembled  in 
Montgomery,  Alabama,  in  February,  1862. 

Additions  were  made  to  Castle  Hill  during  Mrs. 
Rives’  lifetime,  and  the  present  lawn  was  laid  out  under 
her  directions.  The  lawn  is  beautifully  bordered  with 
slow-growing  boxwood  trees,  the  tallest  of  which  is 
about  fifty  feet.  The  tree-box  entrance  and  the  solid 
green  walled  driveway  is  lovely,  and  as  you  stroll 
through  these  at  dusk  you  can  just  imagine  that  you 
feel  the  shades  of  night  creeping  gently  over  you. 

Jack  Jouett  on  his  famous  ride  from  Cuckoo 
Tavern,  Louisa  County,  to  Monticello,  to  give  warning 
to  Jefferson  and  the  Virginia  Assembly  that  Tarleton 
and  his  troopers  were  advancing,  stopped  at  Castle  Hill 
for  a  change  of  mounts.  Soon  after  he  had  gone  Tarle¬ 
ton  also  stopped  by  and  demanded  food,  and  the  woods 
in  which  his  troopers  stole  and  hid  some  of  Dr.  Walker’s 
horses  is  to  this  day  known  as  “Tarleton’s  Woods.” 

The  mint  juleps  provided  by  Dr.  Walker  and  the 
excellent  breakfast  that  Mrs.  Walker  had  served  up, 
delayed  the  British  Colonel  longer  than  he  had  intend¬ 
ed.  The  result  was  that  when  he  and  his  men  reached 
Monticello,  they  found  the  place  deserted. 

Mrs.  Rives  was  Judith  Page  Walker,  daughter  of 
Dr.  Walker’s  son,  Francis,  from  whom  she  inherited 
Castle  Hill.  She  designed  not  only  that  portion  of  the 
house  added  in  1824,  but  the  south  lawn  and  grounds. 
The  great  hedges  of  tree-box  vary  in  age  from  one 
hundred  to  over  two  hundred  years. 

Washington,  Jefferson,  Madison  and  Monroe  were 
frequently  entertained  at  Castle  Hill.  “It  was  here  in 
the  ample  hallway  that  the  music-loving  Jefferson 
played  the  fiddle  while  the  still  younger  Madison 
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danced.”  LaFayette,  too,  was  a  visitor  here,  and  it  is 
still  visited  by  people  of  note  and  distinction. 

The  last  of  the  descendants  living  at  Castle  Hill 
were  Princess  Amelie  Rives  Troubetzkoy  and  Miss  Lan- 
don  Rives.  Castle  Hill  is  now  owned  by  others. 


Mrs.  Sarah  Donelson  of  Norwood,  Georgia,  wrote 
a  history  of  Thomas  Hardaway  of  Chesterfield  County, 
Virginia,  and  his  descendants,  in  which  we  find  from 
the  register  of  Bristol  Parish  on  James  River,  Chester¬ 
field  County,  Virginia:  “In  1733  the  vestry  of  Bristol 
Parish,  May  4,  met  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Thomas  Harda¬ 
way,  near  the  Chapel  of  the  Ferry,  and  agreed  to  build 
the  brick  Church  at  Well’s  Hill,  now  known  as  Bland- 
ford  Church,  in  Petersburg.” 

Note  that  the  Hardaways.  Rives  and  Wells  of  Dinwiddie  County  were  close¬ 
ly  related.  (Dinwiddie  county  was  cut  from  Prince  George  county.)

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GREEN  RIVES 

(1776-1859) 
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Green  Hives  nf  Dinwitldie  County,  Virginia 


Green  Rives  born  September  14,  1776,  was  married 
three  times.  His  first  wife  was  Mary  (Molly)  Harda¬ 
way,  daughter  of  Henry  Hardaway  of  Dinwiddie  Coun¬ 
ty.  His  second  wife  was  Frances  (Fannie)  Markham 
Hardaway,  a  sister  of  his  first  wife.* 

He  married  his  third  wife,  Susan  Elizabeth  Wood¬ 
ward  of  Dinwiddie  on  June  14,  1827,  at  the  home  of 
Balaam  Wells;  the  marriage  being  performed  by  the 
Reverend  John  Grammar.  (The  name  of  her  father  is 
not  known,  but  since  Green  Rives  moved  to  Lincoln 
County,  Tennessee,  in  1829,  and  there  is  a  William 
Woodward  buried  near  the  old  Rives  home  at  Peters¬ 
burg,  Tennessee,  it  is  evident  that  he  was  her  father. 
The  record  on  the  tombstone,  follows:  “William  Wood¬ 
ward,  born  October  30,  1769,  died  September,  1843.” 
Next  is  the  grave  of  his  wife:  “Nancy  Woodward,”  born 
1766,  died  August  30,  1865,  age  99  years”). 

The  first  and  second  wives  of  Green  Rives  were 
buried  in  Dinwiddie  County,  Virginia.  We  have  been 
unable  to  locate  their  graves. 

Henry  Hardaway  was  evidently  the  grandson  of 
John  Hardaway,  who  married  Frances  Markham  in 
Prince  George  County,  Virginia,  in  1728,  the  daughter 
of  Colonial  Governor  Markham  of  Virginia.  A  short 

*  Mrs.  Rebeca  Jane  (Gillum)  Rives,  widow  of  Robert  Clay  Rives,  told  the 
author  that  an  old  negro  servant  of  Green  Rives  who  came  with  him  and  his 
family  when  they  moved  from  Virginia  to  Tennessee,  that  she  was  a  small  girl 
when  Green  Rives  married  “Miss  Fannie”  and  that  her  father,  Henry  Hardaway 
was  opposed  to  the  marriage  and  that  “Marse”  Green  and  “Miss  Fannie”  went 
to  North  Carolina  to  get  married ;  That  she,  the  small  negress,  was  fanning 
“Marse  Henry”  when  she  said  “yonder  comes  Marse  Green  and  Miss  Fannie” 
and  that  Mr.  Hardaway  dropped  dead.  The  above  is  legendary,  but  may  be 
true,  as  it  will  be  noted  in  the  personal  and  land  tax  in  Dinwiddie  County,  that 
Green  Rives  and  Henry  Hardaway  were  joint  owners  of  land  and  slaves  from 
1804  to  1811  and  from  then  on  only  Capt.  Green  Rives  is  shown  on  the  tax  list. 
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sketch  of  the  Hardaway  family  by  Sarah  Donelsor 
Hubert  of  Warren  County,  Georgia,  should  be  of  in¬ 
terest  to  the  descendants  of  Green  Rives  by  his  mar¬ 
riage  to  Mary  and  Frances  Hardaway.  This  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  1906,  by  Whittet  &  Shepperson,  Printers  and 
Publishers,  in  Richmond,  Virginia. 


Mr.  J.  Rives  Childs  in  his  book  “The  Reliqus  Of  The 

Rives"  recites: 

“Captain  Green  Rives  was  born  in  Dinwiddie  Coun¬ 
ty,  Virginia,  and  died  July  29,  1859,  in  Lincoln  County, 
Tennessee.  He  appears  in  the  Federal  Census  for  1810 
from  Dinwiddie  as  the  head  of  a  family  and  the  posses¬ 
sor  of  eight  slaves.  As  early  as  1804  he  is  recorded  in 
the  Dinwiddie  tax  lists — his  name  being  conjoined  with 
that  of  Henry  Hardaway,  his  father-in-law — as  the  own¬ 
er  of  four  slaves,  a  number  which  had  increased  to 
eleven  in  1826.  In  1812  he  is  shown  as  the  proprietor 
of  455  acres  of  land  lying  on  Birches  Road  in  Din¬ 
widdie  on  which  he  paid  taxes  of  $3.08.  In  1820  he  re¬ 
ceived  45  acres  on  the  Turkey  Egg  Road  from  Thomas 
Rives,  “attorney  for  Kunninghams,”  and  on  January 
5,  1826,  he  deeded  168  acres  owned  by  him  in  Sussex 
County  to  David  Rowland. 

Green  Rives  served  as  a  captain  in  the  local  Din¬ 
widdie  County  militia  in  1810  and  1811;  for,  in  the  Din¬ 
widdie  tax  lists  for  those  years,  he  appears  listed  as 
“Capt.  Green  Rives.”  His  home  was  on  what  is  now 
known  as  the  “Locust  Grove  Farm,”  near  McKinney, 
Virginia,  his  neighbors  being  the  Wells,  Gills,  Scotts, 
and  the  Rogers,  some  of  whom  became  his  neighbors 
later  in  Tennessee.  The  old  home  where  Capt.  Green 
Rives  resided  is  gone,  only  the  foundation  stones  and 
chimney  remaining  to  mark  the  spot.  One  of  his  school¬ 
mates  was  Winfield  Scott  and  when,  years  afterwards 
in  1852,  General  Scott  was  a  candidate  for  president. 
Green  Rives,  who  was  a  zealous  Whig,  took  an  active 
part  in  the  electioneering  campaign  in  his  locality  and 
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celebrated  in  great  style  when  news  was  brought  that 
Scott  had  carried  Tennessee. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  19th  Century  there  was  a 
considerable  movement  of  population  from  eastern  Vir¬ 
ginia  to  Tennessee,  a  movement  particularly  marked 
amongst  Dinwiddie  County  families.  Abram  and  Adam 
Wells,  brothers  of  Belaam  Wells,  of  Dinwiddie,  the  Gills 
and  the  Rogers  who  had  intermarried  with  the  family 
of  Green  Rives’  uncle,  Robert  Rives,  and  the  family  of 
Anthony  Rives  and  his  nephews  (who  had  settled  in 
Dinwiddie  from  Sussex)  were  amongst  those  who  re¬ 
moved  to  Tennessee.  Green  Rives,  presumably  accom¬ 
panied  by  some  of  these  neighbors,  moved  “with  a  large 
wagon  train  and  an  overseer  .  .  .  named  Jolley’  about 
the  year  1829.” 

In  October,  1906,  there  was  published  in  the  Fayet¬ 
teville  (Tenn.)  Observer  in  a  series  of  sketches  entitled 
“Pioneers  of  Lincoln  County”,  an  account  of  Green 
Rives  and  his  family  by  the  Hon.  John  M.  Bright,  who 
represented  Tennessee  several  terms  in  Congress,  from 
which  account  the  following  is  taken: 

“Green  Rives,  born  September  14,  1776,  came  from 
Petersburg,  Virginia,  in  1829,  settled  near  Petersburg, 
Tenn.,  on  the  Griffith  Leonard  farm.  He  afterwards 
acquired  a  large  farm  of  his  own  and  lived  on  it  many 
years,  pursuing  the  honorable  avocation  of  farmer. 
From  circumstances  I  infer  that  he  belonged  to  a  family 
of  high  descent  and  of  the  primitive  Cavalier  stock,  who 
settled  in  Virginia  at  an  early  day.  He  was  related  to 
the  distinguished  statesman,  William  C.  Rives,  and  the 
popular  authoress,  Amelie  Rives,  of  Virginia.  His  life 
was  without  striking  vissitudes  or  the  display  of  great 
actions.  He  was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  ability, 
strong  attachments  and  devoted  friendships.  He  per¬ 
haps  was  at  one  time  an  innocent  victim  of  financial 
misfortune.  The  flush  times  and  wild  speculations  and 
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uncalculating  ventures  between  1836  and  1840,  induced 
many  incompetent  young  men  to  quit  the  fields  and  to 
embark  in  mercantile  pursuits.  Mr.  Rives  became  the 
surety  for  one  of  his  sons  (John)  and  Northfleet  Hays, 
who  went  into  business  under  the  firm  name  of  Rives 
&  Hays.  At  last  the  financial  storm  swept  over  the  land 
and  left  a  scene  of  desolation  in  its  wake.  A  grim  vision 
of  bankruptcy  struck  Rives  &  Hays  in  the  face,  and 
sureties  and  endorsers  saw  a  fearful  reckoning  with 
them.  In  1842  (I  think  it  was)  I  filed  the  petition  in 
bankruptcy  of  Rives  &  Hays  in  the  Federal  Court  at 
Nashville  and  had  them  discharged.  But  they  left  a 
large  incumbency  of  debt  which  came  to  the  shoulders 
of  the  elder  Rives.  Col.  James  Fulton  received  the 
security  claimed  against  the  old  gentleman  for  collec¬ 
tion,  obtained  judgments  and  had  executions  issued 
and  levied  on  his  property.  He  and  Col.  Fulton  were 
mutual  friends.  Col.  Fulton  was  the  soul  of  generosity 
to  a  friend  in  need.  On  the  day  of  sale  he  was  present 
and  bid  in  all  the  property  and  turned  it  over  to  the  old 
man  to  keep  and  use  and  pay  for  it  when  he  was  able, 
except  one  old  servant,  Berry.  It  is  my  understanding 
that  the  old  gentleman  Rives  recovered  from  the  wreck 
of  his  fortune  and  accumulated  enough  for  a  comfort¬ 
able  support . Extended  comment  on  individual 

members  of  the  Rives  family  would  be  impracticable. 
...  As  a  summary  of  the  large  family  of  Rives,  it  may 
be  said  that  they  were  intelligent,  industrious,  honest, 
public-spirited  and  highly  respected  citizens,  and  a 
valuable  contribution  to  our  Tennessee  population  by 
Old  Virginia. 
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Green  Rives  is  buried  in  a  private  graveyard  on 
land  now  owned  by  Warren  Gill,  of  Petersburg,  Ten¬ 
nessee,  alongside  his  third  wife,  the  following  inscrip¬ 
tion  marking  their  last  resting  place:

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ISSUES  OF  GREEN  AND  MARY  (HARDAWAY)  RIVES 

I.  THOMAS  R.  RIVES — born  in  Virginia  in  Dinwiddie 
County,  prior  to  1810;  married  Ann  Rowlett  either  in 
Virginia  or  Lincoln  County,  Tennessee.  Somewhere 
after  1842  he  is  supposed  to  have  removed  to  Northwest 
Arkansas,  and  that  his  descendants  are  now  living  in 
Northwest  Arkansas  and  Eastern  Oklahoma. 

II.  JOHN  (Jack)  RIVES  —  is  known  to  have  been  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  Rives  &  Hays  of  Petersburg,  Ten¬ 
nessee  and  Hays  Mill,  Limestone  County,  Alabama. 
Benjamin  Watkins  Leigh  Rives  told  the  author  that  as 
a  boy  he  worked  for  his  half-brother,  Jack  Rives  and 
Norfleet  Hays  in  their  woolen  mill  at  Hays  Mill  in  Ala¬ 
bama.  The  Hon.  John  M.  Bright,  a  former  member  of 
Congress,  states  that  Rives  &  Hays  were  merchants  in 
Petersburg  Tennessee  prior  to  1842.  John  Rives  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  moved  to  Northwest  Arkansas,  shortly 
thereafter,  and  we  have  been  unable  to  contact  any  of 
his  descendants. 

III.  MARY  RIVES  —  married  George  Washington 
Blakemore  of  Virginia;  she  died  at  Petersburg  Septem¬ 
ber  1,  1882,  according  to  the  records  of  the  Cumberland 
Presbyterian  Church  there.  George  Washington  Blake¬ 
more  was  an  active  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows  Lodge 
at  Petersburg,  Tennessee.  He  died  there  June  24,  1885, 
at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Dabney.  At  one  time  they  lived  at 
Goodlettsville,  Tennessee.  They  had  one  son,  Frank 

Blakemore,  who  married  .  and  had 

one  son,  Herman  Blakemore,  and  a  daughter,  Jessica 
Blakemore.  The  Roster  of  Company  B  of  the  8th  Ten¬ 
nessee  Regiment,  Confederate  Army,  lists  H.  A.  Blake¬ 
more,  a  private  soldier,  and  in  the  same  Company  with 
James  Monroe  and  Robert  Clay  Rives.  This  may  have 
been  the  Herman  Blakemore  referred  to  above. 
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ISSUES  OF  GREEN  AND  FRANCES  (HARDAWAY) 

RIVES: 

IV.  HENRY  HARDAWAY  RIVES  —  born  August  13, 
1817;  was  married  three  times:  First,  to  Martha*  Dan- 
dridge  Stone,  a  daughter  of  Micajah  Stone,  of  Oakhill, 
Tennessee;  Second,  to  Nancy  Buchanan;  and  Third, 
to  Katherine  Stark  of  Starkville,  Mississippi,  but  had 
no  children  by  his  third  wife.  He  was  a  physician  and 
made  his  home  at  Petersburg,  Tennessee,  where  he  died 

December  2,  1866,  and 
where  the  inscription  on 
his  tomb  recites  his  birth 
in  Dinwiddie  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  August  13,  1817; 
his  death  by  Cholera,  and 
the  tribute  to  him  of 
“Generous  to  a  fault.”  It 
is  not  known  where  he 
obtained  his  medical  edu¬ 
cation,  which  he  prac¬ 
ticed  in  his  community 
and  which  he  placed  at 
the  Service  of  his  Coun¬ 
try  in  the  War  for  South¬ 
ern  Independence,  CSA. 
DR.  henry  hardaway  rives  Congressman  Bright 
states  **“Dr.  Henry  H.  Rives  was  a  man  of  more  than 
ordinary  ability.  He  was  a  physician  of  high  standing 
and  a  firm  Democrat  in  politics.  He  was  a  forceable 
public  speaker  and  some  times  he  was  active  in  making 
speeches  in  behalf  of  his  party  and  the  cause  of  tem¬ 
perance.” 

Henry  Hardaway  Rives  was  initiated  an  Entered 
Apprentice,  Petersburg,  Tennessee,  Lodge  number  123, 
A.  F.  A.  M.,  June  11th,  1849;  passed  to  the  degree  of  a 

♦Martha  Dandrif’ge  (Stone)  Rives  who  died  March.  1844,  was  descended  from  the 
ancient  Dandridee  family  of  Virginia,  to  which  the  wife  of  George  Washington 
belonged. 

♦♦Bright,  “Pioneers  of  Lincoln  County.” 
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Fellow  Craft  July  13,  1849;  and  raised  to  the  sublime 
degree  of  a  Master  Mason,  August  13  1849,  and  was 
recorded  as  a  member  of  Petersburg  No.  123  up  to  1860. 

We  quote  the  following  letter  from  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee.  “The  Grand 
Lodge  records  are  incomplete  for  the  period  prior  to 
1866  due  to  the  occupation  of  Nashville  by  Union  troops 
in  the  1860s.” 

Apparently  there  was  little  Masonic  work  during 
the  War  Between  the  States,  but  he  is  supposed  to 
have  been  a  Master  Mason  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  the  father  of  three  children  by  his  first  wife 
and  one  child  by  his  second  wife.  His  step-mother, 
Susan  Elizabeth  Rives,  third  wife  of  Green  Rives,  died 
May  24,  1846,  and  left  a  daughter,  Susan  Woodward

promoted  to  that  of  Conductor,  and  remained  in  that 
service  until  Jan.  16,  1916;  in  1915  was  elected  Mayor 
of  Inglenook,  a  suburb  of  Birmingham. 

He  joined  Division  186,  Order  of  Railway  Conductors 
February  22,  1903,  was  an  active  member  and  officer 
of  the  organization.  Delegate  to  Grand  Division,  Bos¬ 
ton,  1909;  Jacksonville,  1911;  Detroit,  1913;  St.  Louis 
1916-1919;  Cleveland,  1922.

At  this  meeting  held  in  the  Tutwiler  Hotel 
in  Birmingham,  there  were  600  members  of  the  Four 
Brotherhoods  present  and  he  was  elected  chairman  of 
the  meeting  and  appointed  the  committee  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  proposing  the  establishment  of  an  eight  hour 
day  for  railroad  employees  throughout  the  nation.  Two 
weeks  later  the  Eastern  Association  of  General  Chair¬ 
men  concurred  and  another  week  later  the  Western  As¬ 
sociation  of  General  Chairmen  concurred. 

At  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  Mayor,  he  was 
elected  Coroner  of  Jefferson  County,  serving  from  1917 
to  1921.  Was  also  engaged  in  Real  Estate  business  dur¬ 
ing  1920  and  first  part  of  1921.  In  September,  1921,  he 
was  made  Deputy  President  of  the  Order  of  Railway 
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Conductors  of  America,  with  headquarters  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa.  While  acting  as  Deputy  President  of  the 
Order  of  Railway  Conductors,  he  was  elected  to  the 
Legislature  of  Alabama,  serving  from  January,  1923  to 
January,  1927,  during  the  administration  of  Governor 
William  Brandon.
